well prepared at leaf^a- week before each drill takes placeo Military

Training in the care and use of weapons is scheduled to consume 24 hours 
cf tho training program. Maintenance, handling and marksmanship with 
the carbine, submadhine gun and light machine gun are Included. All 
shooting exorcises: are to be, strictly controlled and each such exercise 
reported in detail in the aforementioned journals of th , People’s Policea 
All Kampfgruppe members must complete all prescribed preliminary training 
and exercises before being permitted to fire a eapon. The shooting 
exercises are to be divided into six catagories, two with each type of 
weapon. 

a. Carbine (l) « shooting at a fixed silhouette type target (upper 
half of a human figure) , Oo75xQ<»75 meters in di/ meter. Three ohells are 
permitted each man to be fired from a prone, fixed position, time unlimited. 
Evaluation of the shootings 3 bits with 2 in the center ring - excellent, 

(at 100 meters), 2 hits cn the target « good 

1 hit on the target ~ satisfactory. 

Carbine (ll) ^ same target moving, appearing 5 time? for 10 seconds 
each time, at 200 meters distance o Five shots permitted from a prone 
position, weapon free.
